SAIGON. South Vietnam <AP>

Hanoi and the Red

with millions of surrender leaf* 
lets today. 


A U. S. spokesman said Air 
Force planes dropped nearly 2.5 
million leaflets calling on the 
young men of North Vietnam 
“to leave your unit when you 
are sent south" and to enjoy 
good treatment from the allied 
torces. 


The leaflet drop was carried 
out while a worldwide dispute 
still raged over American air 
raids on the North Vlctnsmoee 
capital area earlier this week.

than 100 civilians were killed. 


The United States has repeat* 
edly denied any b6mhs fell in 
Hanoi itself in the raids Tues­ 
day and Wednesday. 


The U. S. military command 
has reported no raids near Ha­ 
noi since then, although Ameri­ 
can planes have struck at other 
targets in the Communist north. 


U. S. BS2 bombers struck this 
afternoon at a North Vietnam­ 
ese base camp and supply area 
in the demilitarized ¿one, a U. 
S. spokesman reported. It was 
the fourth time this week the 
giant, Guam-based Jet bombers 
hit in the buffer r,one between 
*Jorth and South Vietnam.

A Vietnamese spokesman said 
an understrength headquarters 
company of an infantry battal­ 
ion — estimated between 60 and 
100 men — suffered heavy casu­ 
alties in the enemy attack U 
miles southwest of Saigon. 


Six U. S. Navy river patrol 
boats sped to support the unit 
but reports indicated they did 
not engage the Viet Cong during 
the two-hour attack. Viet Cong 
casualties^ were not known, the 
r.overnment spokesman said. 


In the air offensive against 
North Vietnam. U.S. spokesmen 
reported bad weather in the Ha­ 
noi area Friday aud American 
bombing planes bit mostly at 
targets te the west near Dteo 
Blen Phu and in the southern 
coastal part of the country. 


Unofficial reports said the 
poor weather prevailed today 
also to Keep U.S. plane* away 
from military targets in the Ha­ 
noi area for a third day since

The downstate contingent ar­ 
rived last night and stayed at 
the House of Ludington. A cara­ 
van of cars left the Ludington 
this morning for Hannahville. 
The volunteers hoped to have 
the electric system ready for 
use tonight, but they didn't 
know how much work there 
was to do. 


Leaf Drive Here 


“We're move willing than 
knowing about this job," said 
one electrician, “but we're going 
to give it the works and it 
shoold ha substantially finish­ 
ed by tonight" 


The downstate group included 
10 electricians from Traverse 
City, two from Lansing, two 
from Battle Creek, two from 
Bay City» two from Muskegon.

The program involves draw ­ 
ing up routes over state-owned 
landi m arking the routes with 
pam t on trees and occasional 
sigr^, 
brushing 
out 
routes 
where necessary and printing 
maps outlining the routes for 
snowmobile owners. 


First such route in the Up­ 
per Peninsula was a trail laid 
out on the Sands Plains, part 
of the Michigamme State For­ 
est, in M arquette County. This 
covcrs 17 miles and was com­ 
pleted last February.

Lesson Of Time 


An Escanaba hunter who thinks the Michigan Con­ 
servation Depaitment is mismanaging the deer herd 
in the Upper Peninsula has cited an article by Mar­ 
quette’s George Shiras 8d in the August 1921 issue of 
National Geographic Magaiine to support his belief that 
anterless deer hunting is wrong. 


‘The white-tail (deer),” Shirss wrote in that art­ 
icle **is the one big game animal whose peipetuation 
means more to the sportsmen of the entire country 
than any other animal. 


**The first and foremost necessity is a buck law 
to protect the females and fawns in every state con­ 
taining any antlered animal. When a buck is shot, the 
number for the following year is lessened by only one, 
whereas he who kills a young doe destroys, by a single 
shot, potentially 151 bucks and 151 does. 


**For it has been shown on a strictly scientific basis 
snd by an accurate mathematical calculation that a 
doe and her descendants in a period of 10 years, not 
counting out the natural casualties, will produce a 
total of 802 deer, and by the death of this ancestral 
mother the link is broken, with the irrevocable loss 
stated.”

More than any other person, perhaps, Shiras was 
rf^Donsible for ülichigan’s one-buck law, which was 
adopted in 1921. But he well knew what problems it 
could create. The Escanaba hunter who quoted Shiras 
should have read further and also quoted this state­ 
ment by the Marquette conservationist in the National 
geographic: 


**So well does the buck law, when efficiently en­ 
forced, build up deer and elk herds that the increasing 
total sometimes threatens starvation in limited areas 
and necessitates a regulated kill of the females as tho 
only practical method of keeping the animals within 
reasonable limits,** which is n^at the conservation de­ 
partment is attempting to do with its deer manage­ 
ment program in Michigan.
